Your Figure 
From Spreading 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

The burning question in Sum- 
mer seems to be whether to wear 
a girdle and swelter, or go with- 
out one and s-p-r-e-a-d. Others ask 
if the girdles made of mere wisps 
of’satin and net can cope with the 
situation. 

It may surprise you to learn 
that it all depends on your pos- 
ture. Well. not quite all, calories 
figure in too. But correct posture 
can prevent the spread if you 
don't overeat. It's this way: In cor- 
rect alignment the bones partially 
support your weight and there is 
less pressure against the abdom}- 
nal wall. Naturally with less pres- 
sure, there is less tendency toward 
spreading. 

And here is something else to 
ponder _ many a woman with 
a good posture and lovely figure 
never wears a girdle. And many 
who never go without one spread! 
It isn't the girdle, it’s posture and 
the tone of your muscles. 

The important thing to remem- 
ber about posture is that the front 
muscles and the hip muscles were 
designed by nature to hold the 
figure in correct alignment. When 
the hip muscles are held firmly 
down and under and the muscles 
of the abdominal wall are pulled 
up and in, the pelvis is centered 
exactly right... then hips do not 
trail rearward, and the stomach 
does not protrude in front. 

See for yourself ... stand side 
wise to a long mirror. Now pull 
down and under with hips and up 
in with the stomach muscles. That 
is correct posture, and if prac- 
ticed it can banish the middle 
spread. 

Back to the girdle question 
9 girdle gives a certain amount 
mechanical support. When this 
withdrawn your own good muscles 
be up to taking over the 
work of holding the organs in 
place. But with good posture, a 
moderate amount of tone in these 
middle muscles can hold your fig- 
ure to lovely lines. Then a light- 
weight girdle of satin and net can 
be used for the finishing touch of 
smoothness. 

Here's a corrective exercise: 

Position: Lie on back on floor, 
legs elevated to low bench. This 
position counteracts gravity. Arms 
back on floor overhead. 

Action: First, pull strongly up 
with lower abdominal muscles and 
press the small of back to floor. 
Then holding this up-pull, come up 
from the floor and touch fingers 
to toes. If you can’t make it, tuck 
feet under chair and try from that 
position first.
